Records of the Missouri H ighw ay Patrol show that 86 
children less than 12 years of age were killed in automobile 
accidents during 1 9 5 9 . 
August last year was the most deadly month for small 
children less than 12 years old. in Missouri traffic, w ith 11 
fatalities recorded. July ranked second with 12 killed and 
there wen- 10 killed in both October and November. 
The unusually high death toll of children in August was 
caused primarily by one traffic accident occurring on high­ 
way 10 in Boone county when 11 people died in the grinding 
crash of two automobiies. Five ot them were small children. 
The death toll of children la s t year included 50 fatalities 
on rural roads and in towns w ith less than 10.000 population. 
Seventeen of the rural area traffic victim s were young 
pedestrians. There werre 30 children killed, on the streets 
of cities, including 21

Small children look a terrific beating in traffic accidents 
occurring last year in Missouri. 
Records of the Missouri Highway Patrol show that 88 
children less than 12 years of ago were killed in automobile 
accidents during 1059. 
August last year was the most deadly month for smal' 
children less than 12 years old, in Missouri traffic, with ll 
f a t a l i t i e s recorded. July ranked second with 12 killed and 
there were IO killed in both October and November. 
The unusually high death toll of children in August was 
caused primarily by one traffic accident occurring on high- 
way 40 in Boone county when ll people died in the grinding 
crash of two automobiles. Five ct them were small children. 
Thi death toll of children last year included 56 fatalities 
on rural roads and in towns with less than IO.OOO population. 
Seventeen of the rural area traffic victims were young 
pedestrians There werre 20 children killed, on the streets 
of cities, including 21 pedestrians. The youngest jiedes- 
trian killed last year in Missouri was a twenty month old 
child struck by an automobile on a street in Saint Charles 
in April. 
Highway Patrol records show that three of the children 
killed last year in this age group werre riding bicycles. Two 
of the bicycle deaths occurred on city streets. 
Commenting on the tragic number of childrren killed last 
year the Highway Patrol Superintendent, Col. Hugh H. Wag­ 
goner said, “ We, as parents, have a strict moral responsi­ 
bility for the safety of our children. The tragic death toll 
of children last year in Missouri traffic shows that we are 
chirking that responsibility. The parent who fails to teach a 
child the danger he faces in traffic, or permits a child who 
is too young to recognize the danger to be alone near tra f­ 
fic, is placing that child's lift1 on the threshold of death. We 
trust that better parental supervision will lower the death 
toll considerably this year.”

SUPREME C OURT WILL RULE 
ON POLITICAL USE OE DUES 


The United States Supreme Court has agreed to decide 
the constitutionality of compulsory union membership where 
dues and assessments are used by the union bosses for poli­ 
tical activity. 
The high court, as it opened its new term last week, an­ 
nounced it would review the Nancy M. Looper cause in which 
a number of employees of the Southern Railroad have chal­ 
lenged the union .shop provisions of the Railway Labor Act 
on grounds they are being forced to contribute to the support 
of political candidates and ideologies with which they dis­ 
agree. 
The Georgia Supreme Court struck down the union shop 
provision last summer, charging that “one who is compelled 
to contribute the fruit of his lalw>r to support or promote 
olitical or economic programs or support candidates for 
aulic office is ju st as much deprived of his freedom of 
.eech as if he were compelled to give his vocal support to 
^ trin es he opposes.” 
The Georgia Court acted unanimously in upholding the 
decision of a Georgia District Judge who had found th at 
compulsory union dues and assessments were being used for 
support of local, State and federal political candidates, and 
broad propagandation of ideologies which the members did 
not care to support. 
Union officials such as Jam es L. McDevitt, Director of the 
AFL-ClO’s so-called Committee on Political Education, and 
Andrew Biemiller, the Federation's chief lobbyist, conceded 
that much of the cost of the union's political activities is 
borne by dues and assessments rather than voluntary con­ 
tributions. 
Loss of the compulsory dues dollar for political activity 
would be a serious blow' to the politically-oriented union 
bosses, but it would fall far short of ending the constant 
compulsion to which union members are subjected. Union 
leaders would not be able to rise as high, wide and hand­ 
some with the dues dollar as they have been, but with their 
traditional ingenuity for avoiding the intent of the law, they 
certainly will come up with alternate devices to finance 
their political ambitions. 
As long as union membership is compulsory, rank and file 
workers are fair game for intimidation and the union bosses’ 
bulging bag of tricks to force members to contribute political 
funds “voluntarily.” Those who might be so bold as to object, 
run the risk of losing their livelihood or becoming human 
punching bags. 
The Supreme C ourt s decision is not expected for several 
months.
